It was hauled in and pitched into 
a stationary chopper silo filler. 
That first year Joe rigged up a 
platform on top of the silo, mo- 
lasses flowed from the platform by 
gravity into the silage as a pre- 
servative. He says by watching the 
moisture in the hay carefully now 
he produces good grass-legumk 
silage without preservative.

started using chopped hay. He 
elevated this Into the mow with 
an ordinary corn elevator.

Many of these 
cattle have been handled in sucl 
a way that net cost per poun 
based on present weights is icon 
siderably below the purchase price 


To make prime cattle will re 


quire about six months of feeding 
Cattle fed in drylot will require 
about 50 bushels of corn per head 
and protein supplement in proper 
tion of one pound of supplemen 
to each 9 pounds of shelleU corn 01 
equivalent. This should be a high 
protein supplement, such, as lln 
seed, soybean or cottonseed meal 
or a comparable commercial cat 
tie supplement. Five to six pounds 
of hay per head per day will also 
be required. * * * * 


If the cattle are to be fed on 


pasture, they should be placed 
on a full-feed of grain before the 
pasture Is ready. They may then 
be full-fed on pasture in a Keif- 
feeder if that will save labor.

Mama is standing treat., 


Report Spread 
Of Anthrax in 
Five Counties 


URBANA — Five new outbreaks 


of anthrax were identified in swine 
by 
practicing veterinarians in 


Champaign, McLean, McDonough. 
Will and Sangamon counties dur- 
ing the two weeks ending March 
18. 


Dr. P. D. Beamer, university of 


Illinois college of veterinary medi- 
cine, says the disease 
has also 


been reported in DeWitt, Douglas, 
Edwards, Effingham, Logan, Ma- 
con, Macoupin, Menard and Ver- 
milion counties. The veterinary 
college and other laboratories have 
confirmed diagnosis of anthrax on 
57 farms since August. 


Anthrax is an especially danger- 


ous disease. It can strike nearly 
all farm livestock, including cat- 
tle, swine, horses and sheep. And 
it may also cause severe infection 
in man. 


In livestock anthrax 
often hits 


fast, causing deaths before the 
farmer knows his animals 
are 


sick. Swine often, have a severe 
swelling in the neck region, al- 
though some die suddenly without 
showing any symptoms. 


If you suspect 
anthrax. 
Dr. 


Beemer says to contact your vet- 
erinarian and avoid handling sick 
or dead animals.

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Dignity of Public Office Hurt 
by the McGrath-Morris Affair 


There have been many strange interludes in Washington 


during the past seven years. But never was there a sorrier 
spectacle than the. Newbold Morris-J. Howard McGrath af- 
fair. The dignity'of public office suffered deep offense in 
consequence, and the American people must have few re- 
grets that these two men have now been yanked unceremo- 
niously off the national stage. 
( 


Morris, President Truman's cleanup investigator, was 


the lesser offender. His chief difficulty seemed to be that 
he is temperamentally unsuited for life in today's chaotic 
capital. From his own personal standpoint, maybe that is 
good. But from the public's, it is not. 


Morris' investigation into corruption appeared ill-starred 


from the beginning, when charges of many sorts started 
flying his way the moment he was named. 


The motives of the senators who assailed him may not 


have been wholly pure- They may have wanted to discredit 
Morris so his inquiry would fail and the corruption issue 
would stay alive until election time. 
*

However that may be, Morris lost his poise and balance 


under this assault. He could have defended himself in a 
soberly mature manner that might well have shamed his 
critics. Instead he lashed out in a flailing counterattack 
that understandably aroused widespread indignation in the 
senate and elsewhere. 


Morris, plugging ahead anyway, showed marked cour- 


age; but it was not the disciplined courage of the man who 
has carefully gauged his adversaries and knows where and 
how to hit them. He quickly dissipated any chance he had 
of doing a good job. 


Attorney General McGrath is another story. He should 


have been ousted long ago. His cavalier, indulgent attitude 
toward the'shenanigans of his ex-Assistant Attorney General, 
T. Lamar Caudle, was enough to indicate his unfitness for 
high office. 


Nothing in McGrath's conduct of the justice department 
suggests he ever was qualified for such duty. He was a crony 
of the president's. His judicial background was almost nil. 
His appointment to that job apparently was in keeping with 
the now-established -system of progression by which admin- 
istration favorites are elevated to the supreme court 
• 
• 
* 


It was absurd to hope that any man who would take so 


bland a view of Caudle's misdeeds would ever cooperate sin- 
cerely in an honest investigation of his own department and 
his own affairs. 
When the test came to that, McGrath 


fell down, as ought to have been expected- 


Whether he has anything to hide in his personal back- 


ground is now for congress or some other investigative 
agency to determine. .Certainly the public will find it hard 
to take at face value the professions of concern for "individ- 
ual liberties" which he made his excuse for blocking Morris' 
inquiry. 


The final dismal episode was that public squabble with 


Mr. Truman recently while the pair awaited Dutch Queen 
Juliana s arrival at Washington airport. The president must 
of course share the blame for this, as he must for the fact 
that a man of McGrath's questionable capacity for hieh office 
ever was allowed entry into his cabinet. 


Morris' investigation may have proved a fiasco. But 


that rather volatile gentleman did accomplish one thing. He 
got rid of McGrath.

Soviet Russia's so-called world conference on busi- 


icss, in Moscow, is now sized up as a propaganda pro- 
est against export control regulations of the non-Com- 
munist nations.

ment from the Communist countries on the effectiveness 


>f the export control program. 


It took over six months after the outbreak of the 


•Corean war to get the non-Communist countries to go 
along on this program. Some of them, like Great Brit- 
ain, really need such Russian exports as lumber and 
coarse grains.

American tourists in Mexico have repeatedly brought 


back reports that the U. S. Embassy in Mexico City has 
3,000 employes and fills a skyscraper. 


State Department, after a check, says the total num- 


ber of employes in all of Mexico, and not just the capital, 
is 1310—of whom 932 are Americans and 378 are Mex- 
icans. 


Of this number, 4(52 Americans and 13 Mexicans are 


employed by the U. S. "Aftosa" mission, which has been 
fighting hoof-and-mouth disease. 
If this mission can be 


liquidated by Sept. 15, as now planned, U. S. employes 
in Mexico will be reduced to 835—470 Americans and 365 
Mexicans. 


The Foreign Service has 145 Americans in Mexico 


City, plus nine Marine guards and 73 Mexicans. U. S. In- 
formation Service has 22 Americans and 75 Mexicans. 
This staff has recently been moved into 12 floors of a 
17-story office building. Sisa section occupies the first 
floor. 
Offices, including: library and snack bar on one 


floor, occupy stories six to 16. 


Most of the other U. S. employes are scattered all 


over Mexico. In 19 consulates are 113 Americans and 
97 Mexicans. 
They take care of the 400,000 American 


tourists who flock to Mexico every year, and some 30,- 
000 to 40,000 business men. 


Department of Agriculturue has 68 American special- 


ists and 13 Mexican employes. 
Department of Labor 


has 44 Americans recruiting farm .labor. 
Defense at- 


taches number 36, with 75 Mexican employes. Ten other 
U. S. agencies have less than 10 employes apiece. 


This is what it takes to run America's third largest 


foreign mission. London and Paris alone have bigger 
staffs.

his mother's side.

C. Bullitt testified today he was 
told in the, fall of 1939 of a French 
intelligence report saying two U. 
S. State department officials nam- 
ed Hiss were "Soviet.agents." 


Bullitt, former ambassador to 


Kussia. told the senate internal se- 
curity subcommittee his informa- 
tion about the report came from 
French Prime Minister Daladier. 


Bullitt said the prime minister, 


in first telling him about the re- 
port, mentioned no names. 
Bul- 


litt said he asked for names and 
that the premier looked at a mem- 
orandum and said "two brothers 
named Hiss." 
• "When he said that I. in my ig- 
norance, laughed," Bullitt said. "I 
never had heard of a Hiss in the 
State department and said Hiss 
was a noise made by a snake. I 
suggested that he get better infor- 
mation." 


In relating the incident, Bullitt 


volunteered that he kr.cv/s of noth- 
ing that "reflects on Donald Hiss 
aside-from the original" statement 
of the prime minister.," 


Donald Hiss, like his brother, Al- 


ger Hiss, was in the State depart- 
ment at the time, Bullitt said. 
Alger Hiss is sen-ing a. five-year 
term in prison following his con- 
viction on charges he lied when he 
swore he never delivered govern- 
ment secrets to a Soviet spy ring. 
His attorneys are now trying for 
a new trial. 


Recalls Incident 


Bullitt also testified that in April, 


1936, 
Owen Lattimore urged imme- 


diate U. S. recognition of outer 
Mongolia. 


He said Latlimore, then in Mos-' 


cow, told him the Mongolian Peo- 
ples republic was "fully indepen- 
dent." As a matter of fact, Outer 
Mongolia was completely controll- 
ed by the Soviet secret police, Bul- 
litt said, adding:

Best-in-Years 
Label Tagged 


URBANA—Two new, outstanding 


corn hybrids, developed at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois college of agricul- 
ture, have been approved for re- 
lease to corn-belt farmers. 


R. W. Jugenhcimer, in charge of 


corn improvement work at the Illi- 
nois Agricultural Experiment sta- 
tion, says they're "the best pros- 
pects turned out during the past 
several years." 


They are named AES 805 and 


AES 702. There is no seed of either 
left for farmers to plant this sea- 
son. However, there is plenty of 
foundation seed on hand for hy- 
brid seed companies to plant. 


So seed should be plentiful for 


farmers next year. 


A committee of plant breeders 


from 12 corn-belt ataten and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
made official approval recently at 
a meeting in Chicago. 


The group considered the per- 


formance record of 45 new experi- 
mental h y b r i d s chosen from 
among hundreds developed by 12 
cornbclt state agricultural col- 
leges. Of these 45, only three 
were approved tor release. Two 
of the three came from Illinois. 


AES. 805 is adapted south of a 


line from Kanknkec to Rock Island 
ami to that belt in neighboring 
states. 


AES 702, tested in five states, 


yielded 83 bushels an acre,

three-bushel -gain over the aver- 
age-of eight hybrids in that group.

These Wildcats Are Cartridges

Today we're not" interested in 


spotted bob-tailed wildcats, north 
weeds

feathers caught in their whiskers, 
but in screwball rifle cartridges. 


The common picture of a 


wildcat rifle cartridge Is of a 
grotesquely outslzed brass case 
loaded up with half a pound 
of powder more or less, its 
neck squeezed down to take 
a disproportionately small bul- 
let—a milk bottle necked down 
for a Vittrola needle, as some 
would have. It Isn't so. 
Actually a wildcat is an' at- 


tempt by a rifleman, who is always 
serious, and usually at least par- 
tially qualified for the experiment, 
to develop a new cratridge to handle some rifle job that isn't done quite 
perfectly by standard factory loads.

For example, the standard 7 mm. Mauser is a good game 


cartridge, light In recoil, effective on game as large as elk or 
moose. A 7 mm. bullet ,.281 inch diameter) of about 175-180 
grains weight is long for its diameter and so would tend to hold 
its speed at long range, to hit hard and penetrate deeply. But 
the factory cartridge drives such a bullet at less than 2300 
feet per second, slow speed in modern terms.

The wildcatters speeded it up. Some took the brass cases used for 


the .300 Holland & Holland Magnum and necked them down for 1 mm. 
bullets. More powder, more speed, but unfortunately a cartridge too 
long for many rifle actions. 


Others cut off the .300 H & H brass before necking it down, 


and blew out the wildcat case to a sharp shoulder by fire-form- 
ing it in the chamber of the rifle itself. More powder, more 
•peed, up to 3000 feet per second for the 175-grain bullet. 
Gunsmiths like Ackley, Mashburn, and Roy Weatherby make and 
chamber rifles for such cartridges. 


But some wildcats are actually smaller, burn less powder than the 


cartridges they start from. The .250 Donaldson, smaller than a regular 
,257, is one of these. Many modern wildcats are designed for top 
•fficiency In burning only one or two types of powder, and many get 
added velocity from a smaller charge. The .220 Arrow shades its 
parent, the .220 Swift, in this fashion.

Many wildcats are completely standardized, like the Weath- 


erby, Ackley and Mashburn magnums, the .219 Wasp or Donald- 
son, present accuracy king to 200 yards, the .22-250, the .35 
Whelen; but there's a new one along every five minutes to 
add to the off-breed list. 


Yet without these experiments there'd be few new factory cart- 


ridges. The .257 Roberts, the .220 Swift were developed by wildcatters. 
And what is the famous .270, after all, but our military cartridge, the 
.30-06, with its neck, squeezed smaller?

Rule 'Innocent' Owners of 
Alien Stock Must Be Repaid 


WASHINGTON- (AP) —The su- 


preme couit has decided that 
rights of "innocent" stockholders 
must be fully protected in a case 
where the alien property custodian 
seized assets of a firm organized 
under laws of a neutral country. 


The 5-3 decision, announced yes- 


terday, affects assets of Interhan- 
del. a Swiss corporation which has 
sued the custodian to recover 
American assets worth more than 
100 million dollars. 


The assets include over 90 per 


cent of the capital stock in the 
General Aniline and Film Corp. of 
Delaware. They were seized by 
the custodian between 1942 and 
1946 on the ground they were con- 
trolled by I. G. Farbenindustrie. a 
German firm then called an enemy 
of the United States.

Day of Decision for Gov. 
Stevenson Is Near at Hand

CHICAGO—(AP)—Gov. Adlai E. 


kStevenson of Illinois has come to 
the point of a final decision on 
whether he will make himself avail- 
able for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. 


If the 52-year-old governor en> 


ters the race, he will be the most 
reluctant presidential 
candidate 


the Democrats have seen in 20 
years. 


But if he goes in. Senators Estes 


Kefauver of Tennessee, Robert S. 
Kerr of Oklahoma and Richard 
Russell of Georgia will know they 
are in a battle for the nomination. 


Stevenson made it clear to this 


reporter in an interview he wants 
to wind up the reorganization and 
cleanup of Illinois state govern- 
ment that he has undertaken. 


Enjoys His Job 


He is an unopposed candidate 


for renomination as governor in 
today's Illinois primary. He en- 
joys his job and would like nothing 
better than to keep it for four 
more years. 


If Stevenson runs, it will be be- 


cause he has convinced himself in 
his own mind that foreign policy 
and the two-party system may be 
at stake In the November vote. 


It can be said that the Illinois 


governor, who has had extensive 
experience in diplomacy as a State 
department and United Nations of- 
ficial, would be eager to enter the 
presidential lists if he felt the Re- 
publicans were certain to nominate 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 


Welcome Mao 


On the issue of field cooperation 


with other free nations, Stevenson 
would welcome a battle In the No- 
vember election with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur or Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, mentioned as pos- 
sible "darkhorse" Republican nom- 
inees. 


He is not so keen, however, to 


engage Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
on the international grounds be- 
cause he apparently feels they 
think largely alike. 


Like many another Democrat, he 


seems to feel that Eisenhower 
would be the most difficult Repub- 
lican to defeat. 


He has said previously he is run- 


ning only for governor of Illinois, 
but he realizes that he can't much

Finding of Sunken Sub Raises 
Speculation on Hitler's Fate 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark^(AP) 


—A dynamite blast which raised 
remnants of a sunken German sub- 
marine brought Danish speculation 
today that leading Nazis—perhaps 
even Hitler—tried to flee the fall- 
ing Reich in a U-boat. 


The sub was one ol three bomb- 


ed by the RAF, on May 4, 1945. At 
least two were found sunk near the 
Danish coast. The fate of the third 
s unknown. 


The dynamite charge, set off 


during salvage operations, broke 
a torpedo tube and raised huge 
amounts of ' rotting 
food. 
No 


corpses or skeletons have been 
found so far, although the blast 
raised a few pieces of bone. 
In- 


vestigation showed the U-boat was 
crammed with food, even in the 
torpedo tubes, and carried no mu- 
nitions. 


No papers were found to identify 


he occupants nor to prove the de- 
duction that the U-boat might have 
contained high Nazis escaping the 
doomed reich. Some Danes won- 
dered whether Hitler might have 
been one, although Allied investi- 
gation has indicated he probably 
died In a Berlin bunker as the Ger- 
mans said he did.

Forced at Gunpoint 


They separated later, she said, 


but he forced her at the point of 
a gun to leave with him Feb. 14. 
Since then, the woman told Dis- 
trict Atty. Gen. Reeder Parker, 
they traveled by automobile from 
California, to Newport News, Va. 


They obtained money for ex- 


penses, she said, through robberies, 
holdups, prostitution and an occa- 
sional honest job. They frequent- 
ly were hungry and usually slept 
in the automobile. Twice, she said. 
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they left wounded victims along, 
side roads. 


On several occasions, the woman 


told the district attorney general, 
she was forced by her husband to 
engage in prostitution for feet 
ranging from $2 to $5. In some 
cases, she continued, her husband 
would beat and rob the other man.
